A sharp opposition was tnaugu- 
fated against the German Minister 
personally, as well as against Car- 
range, and the American repre- 
sentative, Fietcher, even went so far 
as tO try to Induce Carranga to 
hand the German Minister his pass- 
porte. Carranza did not, however. 
change his attitude as regards 
Germany, and there was distinct 
sentiment of keeping Mexico a neu- 
tral power to the end of the war. 
Mexican enthusiasm for the German 
catise was specially notable at the 
opening of the Congress when the 
German Minister was given an over- 
whelming ovation. 

“America started now with the 
Diacklists. All deliveries of goods 
to Germans as well as Turks and 
Spaniards were stopped and tied up. 
Mexican business houses were not 
allowed to have any German em- 
ployees. But in spite of all thie the 
enemies 414 not succeed In knock- 
ine out the Germans tn Mexico, and 
when Germany collapsed, in Novem- 
ber, 1918, the German colony 
showed itself worthy and firm. The 
German Minister was finally recalled 
by his government, at the wish of 
Wileon, and he had to leave Mex- 
ico.”

When he tried 
to make @ speech and calm the mob 
he war met with cries for his own 
lynching and fiying statements that 
| “he wouldn't let them give another 
‘nigger sixty days for assaulting a 
white woman.” The rope was placed 
about hie neck and he was pulled 
into the air, but more sane mem- 
bers of the mob advised less rad- 
jeal action and one of them cut him 
down, after which he was rescued 
by the police, but not until after he 
had been severely beaten. 

Another grievance the white citi- 
zens of the city had against its offi- 
Cials was the employment of negro 
policemen. In guarding the Court- 
house one of these attempted to stop 
the mob, but upon repeated threats 
to lynch him also he fied. 

The event started with grim calm- 
ness. About 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon a group of the old schoolmajes 
and neighbors of Agnes Loebeck, 
Brown's victim, organized at their 
schoolhouse, proceeded to the Court- 
house ané.were rapidly joined by 
sympathizers. They demanded the 
negro. As the crowd became more 
insistent the police turned the hose 
on them. This roused the mob hys- 
teria and the more stubborn the 
resistance of the officers of the law, 
the more determined the mob be- 
came. 

When members of the party 
gained entrance to the Courthouse, 
the police employed liquid forma- 
lin, which, as it evaporated, formed 
formaldehyde «as. This blinded 
members of the lynching party. This 
and the shooting of one of their 
party by a policeman infuriated 
them.

iteelf, securing guns and ammuni- 
tion Ly breaking into the sporting 
rcods stores and second-hand shops.

Upon receiving the negro, the howl- 
ine mob dragged him to the corner 
of Seventeenth and Harney. and

,light post. It was estimated that

CROPS ARE BUMPER ONES. 


Wheat Harvest is Double That of Last 


Year, Says Rail Administration. 


As further evidence that the 
freight-car shortage is to be attrib- 
uted to the general crop surplus, a 
bulletin issued yesterday by a San 
Francisco office of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration estimates California's 
wheat harvest at 14,000,000 bushels, 
double that of last year and the 
largest since 190% 

It is estimated that the national 
production of barley will reach 195,- 
600,000 bushels, of which California 
will yield 31,160,000 bushels, nearly 
one-sixth. 

The estimate for rice is 43,000,000 
bushels of paddy. California’s pro- 
portion of this is more than *tone- 
fifth, $8,750,000 bushels, a phenom- 
enal crop with respect to rapid 
strides in development. 

Some indication of the tremend- 
ous movement of perishables out of 
California may be gained from the 
estimate of the Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press than the amount of ice used 
this year in safeguarding shipments 
in 63 per cent. above that of last 
year. Interstate shipments by the 
Pacific Fruit Express from January 
1, 1918, to September 30 total over 
73,000 carloads, as againet 51,000 
for the same period last year.

Twelve American-owned steamships, 
at $10,000,000, have been seized in 
German ports and, under the directions of 
the Allied armistice commission, are being 
sent to the Firth of Forth for allocation 
jameong the Allies. Naturally the American 
Owner (in this Instance ft is the Standard 
Ol} Company) is protesting. That there is 
Merk if the protest is indicated by the fact 
@at it is béing pressed by the State De- 
partment and the Federal Shipping Board. 
The part played by this country in the war 
Would seem to merit a better treatment 
for Americanowned ships than placing 
them on a par with German vessels. 

The Standard Oj] Coutpany, however, has 
only ite own previous methods of transact- 
ing business before the war to thank for 
the predicament in which it now finds it- 
self in relation to a part of its oil fleet. 
The vessels sailed before the war under 
the German flag and were nominally owned 
by a German company. They were all in 
German ports when the war began in 1914.

Los Angeles is anxious to retain the 
services of Dr. Albert Shiels for the ad- 
VYancement of our school system, but every 
good citizen will wish him Godspeed if he 
decides to take up the wider field to which 
the country is calling him. This field is 
one of the first magnitude, that of organiz 
ing popular opinion against the class war 
with which a small but active handful of 
radicals is threatening the nation. 

No undertaking of greater importance 
faces our people at the present time. What- 
ever there is here of unrest or dissatisfac 
tion suitable for the nurture of artificial 
grievances; whatever there is of ignorance 
or prejudice that can be stirred by appeals 
to passion; whatever there is of anti-Amer- 
icanism capable of being inflamed by per- 
nicious propaganda, that materia] the apos- 
tles of strife are avidly seizing upon, hop- 
ing therefrom to sow the seeds of bitter. 
ness and hatred and finally to reap the har- 
vest of red revolution. 

It is against these machinations that Dr. 
Shiels has been asked to marshal the loyal 
forces of the United States. And the signs 
of the times all point to the need of a 
wide-awake campaign, 

One radical leader has publicly announced 
that if at a meeting he can persuade four 
of his hearers to accept his red brand of 
socialism he holds that he has done a good 
day's work. Furthermore, he declared that 
in every working community, in Los Ange 
leg no less than in every other American 
city, the agents of unrest are striving tire- 
lessly, day by day, to attain this same re- 
sult. 

They believe that constant dripping will 
wear the hardest rock. Four here and four 
there—a seed of discontent in this obscure 
corner—a spark of fire in that unnoticed 
nook—quietly and craftily the gopher bur- 
rowing goes on. And because it is dark 
and devious and underground those who 
walk erect in the sunlight cannot afford to 
ignore the hidden peril. 

Eternal vigilance, through some such or- 
ganization as Dr. Shiels has been called 
upon to sponsor, is the price of continued 
peace and prosperity. Our people, it is 
quite certain, are not courting any of the 
_ ten plagues of Egypt. The United States 
has always ordered its household along 
clean and sanitary lines. Watching the 
cracks and crevices and keeping the cor- 
ners swept out will preserve our nation 
from the scourges that afflict the careless 
and the untidy. Now, more than at any 
other period in our existence, we must be 
active and alert. 

The churches can do much. They have 
performed a yeoman’s service in the cause 
of clean Americanism. ‘But the churches 
as organizations cannot reach the worst 
haunts where the insidious poison of na- 
tional and religious destruction is being in- 
jected. 

The newspapers can do much. The free 
and unafraid press of America wil] never 
cease its fight for honest and sturdy citi- 
senship. But those who thrive on the blind. 
ness of their victims take care that their 
dupes shall never read the truth. The 
great majority. on the other hand, who do 
read and understand the truth, are prone 
to believe that, because they are a ma- 
jority, they are safe from the peril of an 
apparently negligible few. 

They are safe and secure so long as they 
keep eternally on watch and are irresistibly 
organized for the public welfare: Wrong . 
Can only temporarily defeat right, if right 
can be caught napping. But from that tem- 
porary defeat incalculable misery may 
spring. 

This, in fact, is exactly what happened 
in Russia. The Bolsheviki represented but 
a small per cent. of the organized workers 
in Petrograd and Moscow. The Russian 
peasantry that comprise the great bulk of 
the population had never even heard of 
them. But by a sudden coup this aggres- 
sively-active few was able to gain control 
over the lives and fortunes of the apathetic 
millions who don’t understand to this day 
what it was all about. 

Of cdurse, in time, through the sharp 
awakening of disease and destitution, these 
apathetic millions wil] assert themselves 
and the scattering beasts of prey will dis- 
appear. But in the meantime the hopes of 
the serfs who threw off the despotism of the 
Crear have been indeterminately wrecked. — 

The vast majority of the American peo 
ple is not apathetic nor ignorant. No Le 
nine nor Trotsky could spring a similar sur- 
prise because no such conditions exist un- 
der the Stars and Stripes. If the reds 
struck here they would not be striking a 
few plutocrate—as the evil propagandists 
preach—but millions of plain, God-fearing 
people, small property-owners, home-build- 
ers, Men and women with little farms and 
businesses, owners of a few Liberty Bonds 
or thriftily-accumulated savings accounts. 
quiet, unobtrusive citizens who are getting 
ahead and who know that no sudden revo- 
lution could do as much for them as under 
present Ifberal laws they have been en- 
abled to do for themselves. 

At least 80 per cent. of our people, though 
it be on the smallest scale, in one way or 
another are property owners. Apart from 
the higher sentiments, love of home and 
country, ambition for the welfare of wives 
and children, a natural desire for the re- 
spect and good will of friends and neigh- 
bors, each and every one of these has s 
material stake in America, its laws and 
institutions. To preach to such that “prop- 
erty is robbery” is as futile as attempting 
to obliterate the teachings of the Bible. 

But for the sake of the few who have 
not yet grasped the true meaning of the 
word “Americanism,” who have not yet 
realized the opportunities for advancement 
it offers freely and equally to one and all 
and who are therefore liable to have their 
minds poisoned bv the would-be disrupters 
of our social system, [' is essential that all 
loyal citizens should be systematically or- 
ganized to counteract the propaganda of 
disease and darkness with the light of 
health and reason.
